Wood, 47, was manacled and shackled

Legislature passes Stubbs’

BOISE - Vehicles that- have been 
wreckctLand rebuilt' would have to 
disclose ihat fact on their title certifi- 
cates under a bill passed Friday by the 
Idaho Ho&se. 

The bin, sponsored bv Ren. Mark 
Stubbs, R-Twin Falls, is aimed at so- 
called “salvage” vehicles - cars and 
trucks that an insurer has paid off as 
totalled, but, which sometimes arc re- 
paired, rebuilt and resold. 

Idaho has a national reputation as a 
place where rebuilt salvage vehicles 
can obtairu“clcan" titles with no hint 
of their history, Stubbs said. 

“We understand that there arc cars 
basically lined up at the border ready 
to come into Idaho to get a clean ti- 
tle,” he said^ 

The only opposition to the bill came 
from Rep. Ffobert Schaefer, R-Nampa. 
If the bill really was meant to protect 
-co nsum ers, -Schaefcrsaidrit^hould-rc 1 
quire the vehicle’s history, or nt least 
the specific y/ay in which the vehicle 
had been damaged, to accompany the 
title. 

But Stubbs replied that, “Those of 
us wlio looked at (Schaefer’s sugges- 
tion) concluded that it would be an ad- 
ministrative nightmare." 

The bill passed 66-1, and now goes 
to the Senate.
